There are, however, nota 
few very. important matters demanding 
legislative action, which certainly should 
have foufd a place in the Ministerial pro- 
gramme,if only to show that the Ministry 
were wot altogether uaconscious of the 
necessity of giring them legal force.

There are 
quite a namber of those anhappy beings 
at preseut confined iu the gaols of Vic— 
toria and New Westwinster, whese con- 
dition is such as to call forth universe] 
sympathy and commisserationand demand 
the immediate attention of the Govern- 
ment with a view to the alleviation of 
their uphappy state. There are at this mo- 
ment wo less than nine insane 
persons, seven men and two women, 
confined» in, Vivtoria gaol, .who are 
really little better than buried alive— 
shut up in poiso:ne cells, about six feet 
square, illy ventilated, and with nothing 
but a tattered and filthy blauket upon 
which to lie to shield their poor emaciat- 
ed forms from the damp aud cold. in 
New Weetminster goal there are three 
poor anfortonates similarly sitaated, con- 
fived in miserable dungeons, into which a 
ray of sunshine never penetrates, left to 
their miserable fzte, appasently with no 
eye to pity, no arm to save, and no heart 
to extend @ single pulsation of sympathy 
for them, save and except what kind 
offices the tarnkey of the prision may 
feel disposed to bestow upon them in ad- 
ition to his ordinery duties. As for 
medical treatment, with a view to the res- 
toration of their shattered reason, they 
have none whatever; they are turned 
into their cells to live as long as they 
cau, or die as soon as they may, with 
little more consideration Sa it they 
were 60 many Wild animal¥, instcad of 
baman beings. We wou'd be very sory 
to be understood as casting any reflec- 
tious upon those who are entrusted with 
the personal cure of those unfortunate: , 
either in the gaol bere or at New West_ 
minster, From a personal inspection we 
believe the keepers of the prison bere do 
all that they can for them; but crowded 
as the prison just now is with seventy- 
four prisoners, beside those that cre 
insane, and ouly two keepers to look after 
the whole of them by night and by day, 
at is impossible for them to bestow that 
caré upon the latter that they should 
receive. But we docharge the Goveru- 
meut of the past with crael negligetice 
in this matter. That ony number 
of persons thus bereft of réason, 
or ¢veo oue. solitary individual, 
should be so cooped up* and © lef 
to their melancholy fate, without the 
slightest ¢ffurt being pat forth to pro- 
mote their comfort or effect their cure, is 
® blot opoo our Lumanity, a standing 
disgrace to the country. It is no excuse 
to plead.a want of funds wherewith to 
provide better acconmodation and pro- 
per medical treatmeat for such persons. 
{ it were necessary a direct tex u 

every sane man, woman and child. in tbe 
country should be levied to raise the 
needful cum. Itis ofe of those duties 
that appeals to our humanity, and sbould 
be faithfully discharged no matter at 
what cost.’ Are the public to understand 
from the fact that no reference is made 
in the Governor's speech to the subject of 
an Insane/Asylum, that the Goverument 
are indifferent to this subject and purpose 
teking no action vpon it this session? 
Sarely out of the large surplus revenue 
at their disposal they should endeavor to 
appropriate a soflficient sum to erect at 
least s temporary building for the accom- 
modation of insane persons, where they 
ht receive proper medical care and 
enjoy the advantages of s pare atmos- 
phere, comfortable bedding, wholesome 
diet, room to walk about, and the watch- 
fal care of keepers whose special duty it 
shoald be to attend to all their wants. 
Under such circumstances there might be 
® hope that some among them would be 
restored to reason, but under tke treal— 
ment they now receive all chance of re- 
covery is utterly out of the question. 
We therefore sincerely hope that when 
come down to the House, it 
will be found that those poor unfortunate 
beige whose melancholy condition de-

Mr. Robson moved, That ao bumble Ad-

In advocating 
the tax proposed by the bill, he did not thiak 
it would be neccessary tu take up the time of 
the House, as he thought all the member;

the revenue of the country would not apply 
tothe Chinese. He thought that a special 
tax should be placed upon that race. Under 
the Canadian Tariff, which be thought the

® very small gaty. The Chinamen therefore, 
living on his rice and opium, would con- 
tribute but little to the general revenus. The 
hea. gentleman went on to say that he would 
met with the argumeot tbat a poll tax 
was unconstitutional; he would answer, the 
Constitution was what we made it, io fair- 
ness and justice. He thought that the Brit- 
ish Government would not object to such an 
alteration in the Constitution, and he read 
an extract from an Engtish paper in regard 
to the Chinese question io Australia, to the 
effect that Great Britain would not interfere 
with the fiscal policy of her Colonies, as re- 
garde differental duties, He would therefore 
Srgue that the Constitution question was uot 
entitled to much consideration, and 
*heught if he could show the House that an 
*xceptional tax on the Chinese was fair and 
milable, the House would go with him, 
The habits aod life of the Chinese are so ut- 
Nerly different to that of Europeans—30 or 40 
otthem living in one house and sleeping to- 
gether like herrings in a harrel—the expense 
of their living was a mere nothing; a little 
rice eaten morning and night, They did not 
bring their wives and families ¢o this, coun- 
tty with them, to increase population and 
consumption, but came just to earn a sum of 


of which they spent nearly uothiog bere. 
Even if they died in the country their a 
maios were shipped home, They could, even 
at balf the Wages of a white man, save 
More than the white man could. He 
Would also draw the attention of the House 
to the fact that the Chinaman peddler who 
paid no tax, was doing a very large portion 
of the local trade, to the detriment of our 
store keepers, who paid heavy taxes, not to 
Bay anything of the large amount of desirable 
R00ds they and their families consumed. A 
Jarge aumber of Chinamen were eu ployed by 
the Cosi Co., at Nannimo. No one could 
lame the company for engaging the cheapest 
Jabor, but they took the place of white con- 
sumers. He (Mr. Robson) bad asked the 
Store keepers of Nanaimo what impetus a 
large arrival of Chinamen gave to trade; they 
auswered that the change was scarcely pef- 
ceptible.

Hon. Chief Commissionor said it was a 
question wholly one of privilege and he was 
glud the matter came up, for no donbt there 
was gross carelessness in connection with the 
Kootenay election. But the House had no 
machiney to reach the end intended and he 
boped the resolutien would be withdrawn iu 
its present shape, 

Mr. Robson seconded the resolution. He 
speke of the length of time it took to returo 
the writ of election. Then there were other 
districts, he said, in which irregularities and 
delays occurred. The ,gooner ali parties

Hon. Chief Commissidner said the bon.
